THE ordinary Committee report, That in conſequence of 
the remit to them by minute of Council, the 2oth day of 
April laſt, they had conſidered the Regulations for the 
Hoſpital, prepared by a Committee appointed for that 
purpoſe ; and were of opinion that the ſame ought to be 
eſtabliſhed, and n obſerved by thoſe to whom 


they apply. | 
C HAP. I. 
Tu MISTRE 88, 


AND HER DUT . 


HAT ſhe ſhall have the charge of all 

the Linen, Blankets, and all other 
kinds of Furniture belenging to the Houſe, 
(of which two inventories ſhall be made 

' annually, one to be kept by the Miſtreſs, 
and. the other by the Houſe-governor,) and 
£7 A 3 - thats 
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1 that ſhe ſhall be reſponſible to the Gover- 


nors of the Hoſpital, to the Treaſurer, and 
to the Houſe-governor. 
2. That ſhe ſhall have the direction of 
the Women Servants; but ſhall turn none 
of them out of their ſervice between terms, 
without having previouſly acquainted the 
_ Treaſurer and Houſe-governor, and obtain- 
ed their conſent ; nor ſhall ſhe diſmiſs any 
Servant at the term unleſs with the _ | 
bation of the Treaſurer, 
3. That ſhe ſhall every morning go 
through the ſeveral wards, and ſee that the 
Boys' hair be duly combed; their faces, 
necks, and hands waſhed; and their ſtock- 
ings clean and whole. From the firſt of 
November to the firſt of April, ſhe ſhall 
take care that the Boys be all dreſſed and 
clean at eight o'clock in the morning; and 
from the firſt of April to the firſt of No- 
vember, at ſeven o'clock preciſely. 
4. That ſhe ſhall ſee that the Boys get 
clean linens on Sundays and Thurſdays, 
and clean ftockings every Sunday morn- 
ing; and ſhall alſo give the women ſer= 
vants linen for mending the Boys ſhirts, at | 
15 a a 
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a proper ſpace of time before ſaid ſhirts are 
to be uſed. 


5. That ſhe ſhall take articular care of 


the Boys that are ſick, and ſee that proper 


victuals be given them, and their medt. 


cines duly adminiſtered, 


6. That ſhe ſhall attend ſtrictly to the 


employment of the women ſervants, and 
ſhall not allow them to do any work which 
is not connected with the bufineſs of the 
Hoſpital ; and if any of the women ſer- 
vants are negligent or diſobedient, ſhe ſhall 
immediately inform the Treaſurer and 
Houſe-governor. 

7. That ſhe ſhall ſuperintend the Cook 


in making ready the victuals which are 
uſed by the Boys and others-in the Hoſpi- 
tal, and ſee that this buſineſs be conducted 


in an ceconomical and cleanly manner, 
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CHAP, I. 


Tux WOMEN SERVANTS,” 


AND THEIR DUTY, 


1. Tuar they ſhall always keep that 
part of the Houſe and Stairs com- 

mitted to their care neat and clean; waſh. 
the Wards once in three weeks; and regu- 
larly ſweep the floors and ſtairs clean eve- 
ry day ; alſo, they ſhall' take care of the- 
combs, bruſhes, and all other utenſils be- 
longing to their reſpective wards; and 
mend the ſtockings and ſhirts: Wann g to 
vin 2 under their care. 
That they ſhall keep the Ward-beds 
e every day till ten o'clock forenoon, for 
the purpoſe of airing them, and the windows 
open from the time the Boys leave the wards - 
in the morning, till three o'clock in the af- 
ternoon in winter, and ſeven o'clock during 
ſummer; and fold down the beds, and make 
them ready for the Boys every * 
tween leven and. eight o'clock,

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the Boys hair, and affiſt them in bruſhing 
their clothes; and if they obſerve any da- 


mage or abuſe done to the windows, the 


wire-tirlaſſes, the beds, the plaiſtered walls, 
or to any furniture in the rooms, or to the 


_ fairs in the Hoſpital, they ſhall immediate- 
ly report the ſame, together with the of- 


fender's name, (if he can be diſcovered) to 
the Houſe-governor or Maſters; but if they 
give not intimation of the abuſe, or any 


known miſbehaviour of the Boys, they (hall 
be conſidered as art and part in the of- 


fence, and puniſhed accordingly. 
4. That they ſhall not ſell, exchange, or 


give away any of their own victuals, or a- 


ny victuals belonging to the Hoſpital ; nor 


buy bread or any thing elſe from the Boys; 
and ſhall throw nothing out at the windows 


of the Hoſpital, under penalty of being im- 
mediately diſmiffed from their ſervice, 


' 5. That they ſhall not go without the 


precincts of the Hoſpital, or leave their 
work, on any pretence whatever, unleſs 
with ſpecial permiſſion from the Miſtreſs ; 


and they ſhall not de o out after ſeven 0 lock. 


3. That they ſhall every morning comb 
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at night in ſummer, and fix o'clock in win- 
ter, except in very particular circumſtan- 
ces, and with permiſſion. 


6. That they ſhall not employ the Boys 
to carry meſſages, or in a other way 


Whatever. 


7. That they ſhall be obedient to the 
Houſe-governor and Miſtreſs; and upon 
being reproved for their faults, they ſhall 


not uſe any diſreſpectful language. 


8. That when they attend the Bays at 


meals, they ſhall always take care that 


their own clothes be clean ; and when any 
of them appears without ſtockings and: 
ſhoes, they ſhall pay a fine of One Shilling 
for each offence. 


CHAP. 


c HAP. 1. 
Tux STEWARD, 
AND HIS DUTY. 


1, eur he (hall take care at all times 


to provide a proper quantity and 


quality of Butcher-meat for the Hoſpital's 
© uſe, viz. Rumps of Beef, freed from the 


great bones, and the hind quarters of Mut- 


ton. That he ſhall not carry the meat di- 
rectly to the kitchen, when brought from 


the market, but to the ſtore-cellar ; and 


ſhall give intimation to the Houſe-gover- 


nor, that he may inſpect the quality and | 


quantity of ſaid meat, 
2. That when he receives any Meal, Bar- 
ley, Bread, or Coals for the Hoſpital, he 


ſhall take notice that theſe be of good 


weight and quality, and give intimation to 
the Houſe-governor. 

3. That he ſhall have this charge of all 
the ſhoes belonging to the Boys, and ſhall 


keep a regular account of them in a book, 
1 8 which 
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( 12 ) 
which he ſhall ſhew to the Houſe-gover- 
nor, the Treaſurer, or Governors of the 
Hoſpital, whenever it may be require d. 
4. That he. ſhall overſee the giving out 
of the Barley and Meal to the Cook, and 
the meaſuring of the Boys' milk. That he 
ſhall be preſent at the diſhing of the Boys“ 
pottage, milk, broth, c.; and take notice 
that the women ſervants cover the tables 
properly in the Hall; and that the diſhes, 
knives, forks, ſpoons, and tablecloths be re- 
moved, the windows opened, and the tables 
cleaned immediately after every meal. 
S5. That he ſhall have the charge of all 
the utenſils uſed in the Hall; and when he 


obſerves any abuſe committed by the Boys 


or women ſervants, he ſhall immediately 
give intimation to the Houſe-governor, or 
ſhall be anſwerable for ſuch abuſe himſelf 
if obſerved, 

6. That he ſhall take care to provide for 
the Hoſpital a ſufficient quantity of Roots 
and Garden-ftuffs of the beſt quality; and 
ſhall ſee that the victuals offered to the Boys 
and not uſed, be not yalted ; but ſhall ap- 


ply

ply them in the way the Houſe-governor 
may direct. 

7. That he ſhall keep a fair and regular 
account of all proviſions brought in and 
given out for the Hoſpital's uſe; alſo an 
account of the Candles brought in and gi- 
ven out by him; together with an account 
of the Coals; which accounts ſhall be open 
at all times for the inſpection of the Trea- 
ſurer and Houſe-governor, and be carried 
to the Treaſurer, atteſted by the Houſe- 

governor, at leaſt once every month. _ 

8. That he ſhall have the charge of the 

Coal-cellars, and ſee that they be not o- 
pened but at one ſpecified hour of the day, 

and give no more than a ſufficient quantity 
of Coals for each fire; which quantity ſhall 

be aſcertained by the Treaſurer and Houſe- 
Sovernor. 

9. That he ſhall not avenge of any gra- 
tuity from any perſon who ſupplies him 
with articles for the uſe of the — on 
pain of diſmiſſal, 


CHAP, 
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CHAP. IV. 


TAE PORTERS, | 
AND THEIR DUTY. f 


*. Har they ſhall always keep the 
court clean, alſo the gravel walks 
in front of the Hoſpital, and ſtairs at en- 
trance of both gates; likewiſe they ſhall 
ſweep, and clean-duſt the Chapel every 
dap, and clean the Luſtres in the Chapel 
and Hall at leaſt once a week. 
2. That they ſhall every morning, during 
Vinter, light fires and ſweep the floors in 
the ſchool- rooms, and extinguiſh the fires 
at nine o'clock in the evening. When no 
fires are uſed, they ſhall till be punctual 
in cleaning the ſchool-rooms; all which 


work muſt be finiſhed before eight o'clock 


in the morning during winter, and ſeven 
0 clock during ſummer. _ 
3. That they ſhall waſh the Hall at 


5 leaſt once in three weeks, and rer it 
: | clean

elean immediately after every meal; oil 
the tables every fortnight, rub them clean 
with a cloth every time the hall is ſwept 
or waſhed, and duſt the walls once every

week. 
4. That they ſhall clear. the; Gouncil- 
room at leaſt once every week, and ſcour 
the chimney grate thereof as often as the 
'Treaſurer and Houſe-governor may ſee 
fit, and light a fire in it once in Ft 
_ to prevent damps. 
5. That they ſhall always take care 
that no idle or diſorderly perſons have ac- 
ceſs to the Hoſpital, or diſturb the Boys at 
their diverſions, or occupy the bounds al. 
bowed them for play. 
6. That they ſhall allow no perſons to 5 
enter the gates, carrying ſtrong liquors to 
the ſervants or others; or offering to buy 
or ſell any thing whatever, neither ſhall 
they allow the Boys to go without the pre- 
eincts of the Hoſpital at forbidden hours, 
unleſs the Houſe-governor or Maſters grant 
them a written permiſſion, „ 
7. That when they obſerve any per- 
fon doing damage to the walls, gates; or 
. B 2 any

any thing elſe in or about the Hoſpital, 
they ſhall immediately give intimation 
thereof to the Houſe-governor or Maſters, 
under the penalty of being conſidered as 
art and part in the offence, and treated 
accordingly. | 
8. That they ſhall lock the cathy. at 
all times of prayers and meals, and at any 
other time the Treaſurer and Houſe-go- 
vernor may ſee fit, and ſhall carry up the 
keys of the gates to the Houſe-governor at 
nine o'clock in the evening; at which time 
one of them (che porters) ſhall attend the 
Houſe-governor in viſiting the wards and 
other parts of the Hoſpital. 
9. That they ſhall at no time be abſent 
from the Hoſpital without the expreſs per- 
miſſion of the Houſe-governor. | 
10. That they are required to be atten- 
tive and polite to all ſtrangers coming and 
wiſhing to ſee the Hoſpital; and, with per. 
miſſion from the Treaſurer or Houſe-go- 
vernor, they are to ſhew them the ſeveral 
parts of the Hoſpital, but are poſitively re- 
ſtricted from receiving money or any re- | 
ward whatever.

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CHAP. V. 


Tur COOK, 


AND HIS DUTY. 


. Ter he ſhall always keep the Kit- 
chen, with the Utenſils thereof, neat 
and clean ; ; he ſhall pay particular atten- 


tion to the clean-keeping of the Copper 
pots, pans, c. and that nothing under 
his charge be abuſed by himſelf or others. 


2. That he ſhall be allowed none of 
what is commonly called KIrCEN- TEE, 


nor ſhall he ſkim the Broth that he makes 
ready for the Boys, nor give more proviſions 
to any of the ſervants than their Unted al. - 


lowance: 


3. That he ſhall. not allow any ſtran- 
gers to loiter about the Kitchen, or to get 
Broth, Meat, or any other proviſions be- 
longing to the Hoſpital; nor ſhall he 
carry a any proviſions Without: the 

33  knowledge- 
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knowledge and permiſſion of the Houſe- 
governor. | 

4. That he ſhall at no time negle ct to 
get the victuals ready at the appointed 
hours, nor ſhall he ever be abſent with- 
out the conſent of the R

CHAP. VI. 
DIET or THE SERVANTS. 


1. PHAT the Cook, Taylor, and Por- 
ters, ſhall each be allowed one 
twenty ounce loaf of houſehold bread, one 
Scots pint of ale, and one pint of pottage 
per day. 

2. That the women ſervants ſhall each 
be allowed one twenty ounce loaf of houſe- 
hold bread, and one chopin of ale, per day; 
but the waſher-women each one mutch- 
kin extra on Monday, Tueſday, and 
Wedenſday. c 

3. That on the days of the week on 
which the Boys have fleſh and broth for 
dinner, each of the men and women ſer- 
vants ſhall be allowed one Scots pint of 
broth, with one pound and a half of fleſh, 
along. 
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along with the uſual allowance of bread 
and beer.. 


4. That as the women ſervants get only 


a chopin of ale per day, they ſhall be al- 


lowed each One Shilling and Ninepence per 
month, as formerly, 


CHAP, 


CHAP. vi. 
DIE TT or Tag HOUSE-GOVERNOR, 
MISTRESS, MASTERS, and STEWARD. 


1. Tr they ſhall all dine at one table 

immediately after the Boys have 
dined, upon a plain decent dinner; and it 
is the duty of the Treaſurer to prevent any 
unneceſſary expence. If any be abſent, 
no dinner ſhall be ſent them, except in 
the caſe of indiſpoſition. 


2. That they ſhall be allowed at dinner, 
each ten ounces of houſehold bread, and a 
chopin of ale, per day. And for breakfaſl 
and ſupper, the Houſe-governor ſhall be 
allowed the ſum of Eighteen Shillings, the 
Miſtreſs and Maſters each the ſum of 
Twelve Shillings, and the Steward the 

ſum of Nine Shullings, per month, 
3. That the Steward ſhall take 'charge 
of the filyer ſpoons uſed in the dining- 
room; and provide the dinner according 
to the directions of the Houſe-governor.

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CHAP. VI 


DIET OF' THE BOYS. 


1.4 Ar ny ſhall all take their meals 
Ain the hall, having the tables Co- 
vered, and a plate, knife, fork, and ſpoon 
ſet down for each of them; but if any of 
them be abſent, or be later in coming te 
the hall than five minutes after the ring- 
ing of the bell, they ſhall have nothing 
given or ſent to them, except in the caſe 
ol indiſpoſition. 
2. That they ſhall be allowed for din- 
ner fleſh and broth three times a-week, 
diz. on Sunday and Thurſday beef and 
| broth, and on Tueſday mutton and broth; 
on which days each Boy ſhall be allowed 
one mutchkin of broth and nine ounces 
of fleſh, with five ounces of houſehold 
| bread; on theſe days they ſhall have no 
table beer, but toaſt and water as | 
for drinking. 
3. That on Monday, Wedenſiay, and 
Friday,

Friday, they ſhall all dine on bread and 
milk, each Boy being allowed one mutch- 
kin of milk and five ounces of bread; and 
on Wedenſday the bread and milk ſhall 
be boiled. | 

4. That on Satandays each Boy ſhall be 
allowed for dinner one mutchkin of broth 
made from barley, green-peaſe, turnip 
and carrot, when theſe roots are in ſea- 
ſon ;. and during winter they ſhall have 
broth made from barley, white peaſe and 
common greens, or ſoup made from po- 
tatoes, with the uſual quantity of bread. 
and one mutchkin of table beer to each 
Boy. | 
5. That at four o clock every aſternoon 
throughout the year, they ſhall all be con- 
vened in the hall, and have five ounces 
of bread diſtributed to each 01 them, as a 
four-hour's piece. 

6. That in the ts of June, July 
Auguſt, and September, each Boy ſhall 
be allowed for breakfaſt one mutchkin of 
pottage, with half a mutchkin of butter 
milk; and aide ene te 16k of the year,

J. That in the months of June, July, 
Auguſt, and September, each Boy ſhall be 
allowed for Supper one mutchkin of milk,

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CHAP. IX. 
' EXERCISE or Tur BOYS. 


1, THAT they ſhall, every morning, from 
the firſt of April to the firſt of No- 
vember, riſe at ſix o'clock; from fix to ſeven 
ſhall be allowed for their private devotions, 
combing their hair, waſhing their faces, 
bruſhing their clothes, and cleaning their 
ſhoes; and they ſhall go into the Chapel at 
ſeven o'clock preciſely. From the firſt of 
November to the firſt of April, they ſhall riſe 
at ſeven o'clock, and go to the-Chapel at 
eight; and if any Boy be later in coming to 
the Chapel than five minutes after the 
ringing of the Bell, he ſhall be conſidered 
as guilty of irregular conduct, and treated 5 
accordingly. 

2. That they ſhall, F after 
coming from the Chapel, go to their re- 
ſpective Schools, and continue there till 
nine o'clock, The hour between nine and 
ten ſhall be allowed them for breakfaſt and 


M0. recre- 
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recreation; from ten to twelve they ſhall 
be in the Schools: from twelve to two ſhall 
be allowed for dinner and innocent amuſe- 
ments; from two to four they ſhall be in 
the Schools; from four to fix o'clock in 
the evening they ſhall be allowed to play 
within the precincts of the HSſpital ; but 
| ſhall at no time, except on play days, go 
into the Town, without a written permiſ- 
ion from the Houlſe-governor or Maſters, 

3. That at fix o'clock in the evening 
they ſhall all meet in the Chapel for pray- 
ers; after which they ſhall go to School 
till Eight, and prepare their leſſons for next 
day. 

4. That they ſhall breakfaſt at nine 
o'clock, dine at one, ſup at eight, and 
go to bed at nine in the evening, from 
the beginning of October to the firſt day 
of April; and from the firſt day of April 
to the firſt day of 8 hett nine 
and ten. 

5. That the afternoon of every 1 
day, and Thurſday once in the fortnight, _ 
{hall be allowed to the Boys to viſit: their 
Friends; and on theſe afternoons, they are 

| to

to return to the Hoſpital before fix o'clock 
in the evening in winter, and ſeven in 


ſummer. But it is to be underſtood, that 5 


the Houſe-governor may deprive any Boy 
of that indulgence, who 4 ena not deſer- 
ving of it. 

6. That if any Boy utters an oath, or tells 
a lie, pilfers or ſteals, ſells bread, or any 
thing elſe belonging to the Hoſpital, climbs 
the walls, deſtroys the furniture, or any 
part of the buildings; 1s negligent about his 
clothes or cleanlineſs, is in any way diſre- 
ſpectful to his Superiors, or in any other 
miſdemeanour, he . ſhall be pumiſhed ac- 
cording to the nature of the offence ; and 
if he perſiſts in theſe practices, ſhall be re- 
ported to the Governors, and upon convic- 


tion before them, be expelled from the 


Hoſpital, and deprived of all its benefits. 
7. That if any Boy abſents himſelf from 
the Hoſpital one whole night, without per- 
miſſion from the Houſe-governor, he ſhall 
be reported to the, Governors, and not be 


received again into the Hoſpital, unleſs by 


order of the Governors or Treaſurer.

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CHAP. X. 
TuE MASTERS, 


AND THEIR DUTY. 


1, Tur they ſhall attend ſtrictly and 
punctually to the hours of teaching 
appointed, or to be appointed by the Go- 
vernors of the Hoſpital in time coming; 
and ſhall at no time be abſent at School 
hours, except in the caſe of indiſpoſition, 
or by permiſſion from the Treaſurer or 
Houſe-governor ; neither ſhall they be a/7 
abſent from the Hoſpital at any time with- 
out ſaid permiſſion, 
2. That every morning they ſhall infoett | 
the dreſs of their reſpective Scholars, when 
they enter the School, and ſee that their 
ſhoes have been cleaned, their hair comb- 
ed, and their hands and faces waſhed ; and 
if they find any Boy who has been negli- 
gent in theſe inſtances, or who is any way 
dirty or floyenly, they ſhall enter his name 
in a book, together with the name of the 
Servant 


(29:3 : 
Servant and Ward to which he belongs, 
which book ſhall be regularly kept, and 
ſhewn to the Treaſurer or any of the Go- 
vernors who may wiſh to ſee it. 
3. That they ſhall not only attend to 
the behaviour of the Boys when in their 
Schools, but alſo when they are at their 
diverſions, ſo far as they may be within 
their obſervation; and when any Boy is 
complained of, as guilty of any great of- 
fence, an individual Maſter ſhall not puniſh 
 faid offender before he has conſulted with 
the Houſe-governor and the other Maſ- 
ters; and if they cannot determine it, they 
ſhall refer it to the Treaſurer, as the Confi- 
dential ſervant of the Governors. | | 
4. That each Maſter ſhall have a roll of 
his Scholars hung up in his School, made 
out in columns, ſhewing when each Boy 
entered the Hoſpital, when he came to his 
School, how he is employed, and how long 
he has been engaged in the ſeveral parts 
of his. Education; which rol (hall be re- 
newed every three months. 5 
S. That they ſhall attend by turns in 
the Hall when the Boys are at their 
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victuals, and ſee that every thing be car- 
ried on with decency and order, and that 
no victuals be thrown on the cloths or 
floor, or otherwiſe abuſed ; and that the 
Boys go out regularly when they riſe from 
the table. 

6. That on Sunday evenings, immedi- 
ately after prayers, they ſhall convene the 
Boys in the Schools, and examine them on 
ſuch Catechiſms as they have been taught ; 
and likewiſe examine the more advanced 
Boys on the Sermons they have heard that 
day; and inſtru them in duties, and prin- 
ciples of religion. 

7. That they ſhall attend to the mode 
of Education appointed from time to time 
by the Governors of the Hoſpital, and com- 
municated to them by the Treaſurer or 
Houſe-governor. 
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CHAP. XI. 
Tux HOUSE-GOVERNOR, 


AND HIS DUTY. 


1 As by the ſtatutes of the Hoſpital he 1s 


to have the overſight and direction 


of the Houſe, he ſhall have ſpecial care that 


the other officers and ſervants in the Hol- 
pital do their duty, as pointed out in the 


Statutes and theſe Regulations; and when 
he finds any of them negligent or diſobe- 
dient, he is to endeavour to bring them 
to a ſenſe of their duty; and if this can- 
not be done, he is expreſsly required to 
inform the Governors and Trealurer of the 
Hoſpital. —_ 

2. That he ſhall perform worſhip Morn- 
ing and Evening in the Chapel, at the 
hours appointed in Chap. IX. of theſe Re- 


gulations; at which time he ſhall call, or 


cauſe to be called over, the Roll of Boys, 


and mark thoſe who are abſent; and alſo, 
he ſhall ſee that the Maſters, the other of- 


* . E ; ficers 
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ficers and ſervants attend the Chapel re» 
gularly. 

3. That he ſhall, every Morning after 
pray ers, cauſe the Boys to ſtand up m 
ranks before him, and ſhall inſpect their 
clothes, and ſee that they be all neat and 
clean; and that their heads, faces, and hands 
Have been carefully attended to. 
4. That he ſhall viſit the Schools every 
day, and fee that proper attention is paid 
to the Education of the Boys. That he 
ſhall be preſent in one or other of the - 
Schools on Saturday and Sunday Even- 
ing, when the Boys are catechiſed. 

5. That when any proviſions are brought. | 
to the Hoſpital, he ſhall carefully inſpect. 
the quantity and quality of ſaid proviſions; 
and ſhall inform the Treaſurer, if he ſees: 
any fault therein. 

6. That he fhall every night at ten 
o'clock viſit the Wards, and any other. 
parts of the Houſe he may think neceſſa- 
ry; and ſhall ſee that all the fires are ex- 
tinguiſhed, the Boys all in bed, and their. 
| clothes hung up in proper order. 


$. That

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7. That he ſhall not ſuffer the windows 


of the Hoſpital to be illuminated, on any 
occaſion whatever, nor ſhall he allow any 


perſon to play at ball, or otherwiſe, within 


the precincts, except the Boys Wann 
to the Hoſpital. 

8. That he ſhall every week appoint 
one or more of the elder Boys to be Cen- 


ſors in their refpective Wards and Schools, 
and alſo in the Church; which Cenſors he 


ſhall make acconuttable for any miſbeha- 
viour ſuppoſed to come under their obſer- 


vation. 
9. That he ſhall at no time leave the 


Hoſpital without giving notice to the Miſ- 


treſs and one of the Maſters, and deſiring 
them not to go out before his return; and 


that he ſhall not leave the Hoſpital for one 
whole night, unleſs with permiſſion from 
the Lord Provoſt; or, in his abſence, from 


5 the Eldeſt Balle, or from the firſt Mini- 


ſter of the Ordinary Committee. 


10. If the Houſe-governor ſhall be under 
any difficulty with regard to the application 
bol theſe Regulations; or if any caſe ſhall oc- 

cur that is not provided for by them, he is,
